This Account is genuin, 
and may be depended on; for what follows, it icems a 
little fophifticated, vize Kouli Khan has applied to the 
Khan of Crim Tartary for his Mediation with the Porte, 
and has obrain’d it. The Grand Signior thought proper 
to inform the laft-mention’d Prince, that as he had never 
fought a War with Perfia, fo be was content to eftabl.th 
Peace on the following Terms, viz. That Kouli Khan 
withdraw his Forces from the Frontiers, retire peaceably 
to his Capital, and fend a ſolemn Em baſſy to renew the 
ancient Alliance between the two Empires. 

Lisbon, OF. 23. We celebrated Yefterday the Anni- 
verfary of his Mijefty’s Birth. The King intended to 
have received the Compliments of the Court in Perfon, 
but he changed his Mind when he waked, and defired 
the Queen to receive them in his Name. Tho’ our Troops 
are already reduced toa Third of the old Eftablifhment, 
yet a new Reform among the Cavalry will [peedily take 
place. Two Corfairs of Sallee having appeared on our 
Coaft, and having done a great deal of Mifchief, a Dutch 
Man of War which lay at Algerbes, flipp’d and ftood af- 
ter them to Sea, where fhe foon made Prize of one ; 
but the other, thro’ the Favour of the Night, efcaped. 
The Spaniards amuſe us datly with ftrange Stories of 
their taking Englifh Men of War, Admiral Mathews’ 
Fleet having the Plague, and vaft Conquefts gain’d in 
America. But we are content to givethem the Hearing, 
and refer our Credit till they bring us fome kind of 
Proof, which they feldom have Leifure to do. 

Rome, Nov. to. Onthe gth arrived a Courier from 
Drefden, to Count Lagnafco the Polith Minifter, with 
News that a perfect Harmony was reftored between that 
Court and the Court of Vienna.

row or the Day after. The laft Courier from Prince 
Lobkowitz brought us Advice, that his Van-guard had 
gain’d confiderable Advantages over the Enemy; that the 
French had been obliged to abandon all their Pofts, and 
were actually fhut up again in Prague, where Provifions 
were become f{carce, and where Firing was at as great a 
Rate as during the Siege. 

Ratisbon, Nov. 22. Marthal Broglio, who arrived at 
Stad:amhoff on the 16th about eight in the Evening, fet 
out early in the Mornin on che 18th for Scraubingen, 
and from thence for the Army. He had with him his 
Two Sons, a vaft Equipage, and a prodigious Number 
of Servants. On the sorh, the Officers that remained 
here, had Orders to rejoin their refpective Corps in 24 
Hours. They told us at parting, that without doubt in 
afew Days we fhould hear of an Aétion ; and, to fay 
the Truth, the Auftrians feem to have put it out of the 
Power of the French to avoid one. The Duke of Lor- 
rain bas not only pafled the Danube, but is alfo advanced 
to Landau, and receives Provifions from Paflau by the 
Vils, fo that he is entirely Mafter of the Lower Ler, and 
his Irregular Troops make Excurfions to the Gates of 
Landfhut, Munich and Strawbingen. If he.can maintain 
himéfelf in this Poft, the Imperial and French Armies 
will find it abfolutely impoflible to extend their Winter- 
Quarters as far as is neceflary for them, in order to be 
tolerably fupplied with Provifions ; and this even fuppo- 
fing they fhould keep the Pofts they now occupy on the 
Inn and the Saltza. It is now confirmed, that M. Mail- 
lebois lett a vaft Number of Sick and Wounded at Egra, 
Amberg, and at a Frontier Town in the Marquifate of 
Bareith. It is likewife true, that the Hofpitals at Strau- 
bingen and Stadtamhoff are pretty well filled, and chat 
befides they have left a Garifon of 800 Men in the laft- 
mentioned City, 700 at Donauftoff, and 300 at Werth. 
Yet after all thefe Deduétions, the combined Armies of 
the Emperor and France wou'd be fuperior in Number 
to the Auftrians, but then the latter havé Very great Ad- 
vantages ; the River Vils not only ferving them for an 
eafy Conveyance of Provifions, but fecuring alfo their 
Retreat, in cafe they fhould have the worft in a Battle.
